For some years past # monk named 
Fedat has exercised s powerful attraction 
ovor the inhabitants ofthe naighbourhood, 
especially women, by reason of his cloquetit 
sermons. Women of all ages flocked to 
tho hormitage which‘s rich merchant had 
built for Fedot in the midst of the forest 
near the town. 

Fedot, who was noted as an “original,” 
insisted that his devotees, before confessing, 
should bathe in the bath-room attached to 
the hernitage, nod should also lie’ down 
in a coffin, so that they might become 
accustomed to the idea of death. 

Recently several young women of the 
district dieappeardd, but, despite the alarm 
caused, no suspicion attached to Fedat. A 
fow days ago the wife of 1 young soldier 
who had gone to see the monk fuiled to 
roturn homo, and the soldier proceoded to 
the hermitage, intending to forcu Fedot to 
disclose the woman's whereabouts. 

‘Tho monk was missing, and tho soldier, 
who passed into the bedroom, saw-a coftin 
lying on the floor: Lifting the lid he was 
horror-strickon to find within it the dead 
hody of his wife. Ho immediately inform- 
ed the police, who searched the place. 

Ina cellar they found a number of other 
coffins lying sido by side, and jn vach of 
them was the dead body ofa woman. Up] 
to the present all search for tho missing 
monk has proven futile.
